Monday's Local Storm.

Tionesta wus seversly storm struck
Monday evening, in fact while it Insted 1t
was about the worst our lown Les ever
experienced, although no serious dam-
nige resulted asido from the destruction of
shade and frult trees, Following s day's
oppresasive heat the storm broke shortly
belora six o'clook and st oues assumed
the proportions of & tornadn with a small
eloudburst oocompaniment, deloging the
slreats, clogging sewers aod Lturning o
torrent of wiuter over many & lawo and
garden,

The nearest approach to serious happen-
ing was the strikiog of Sherill Hood's
dwelling bouss, occupled by J. B, Cottle's
family, by a bolt of lightulog. The bolt
split the chimney, went through the roof
and from there Jumped over Into the
bathroom, evideotly foliowing the gas
pipe, nod descending into the cellar, Mra
Cottle bad horrisd to the bathroom n
moment befors to closs a window, and
she wus severely shooked by the explo-
slon, bot quickly recovered from  the
offect of the fright.
